Our  papers — bless  Gor  for  our  Baptist  edi¬ 
tors  and  their  papers — our  schools,  with  their 
presidents,  faculties,  trustees,  students,  our 
orphanages,  our  hospitals,  our  dear  aged  preach¬ 
ers.  our  missionaries,  home  and  foreign,  our 
evangelists  ,our  Sunday  schools,  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s.

We  cannot  win  on  Ice, 
or  with  a  cold  collar.  We  must  generate  a  de¬ 
nominational  spirit  and  enthusiasm  which  will 
swap  everything  before  It. 

5.  We  must  pray  and  believe.  Our  cry  must  be 
from  helpless  ones  to  our  helping  God.  Our  de¬ 
pendence  must  be  upon  the  Holy  8pirlt.  I  call 
the  Baptist  Southland  to  its  knees.  A  Big  People 
can  do  Big  Things  for  a  Great  God.

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national  life  when  we  should  have  grown  strong 
enough  to  enter  the  arena  with  safety.  As  Ood 
employed  the  persecution  that  afose  about  Ste¬ 
phen  to  thrust  the  early  Disciples  out  Into  mis¬ 
sionary  work,  so  He  used  the  world  war  to  lift 
us  out  of  our  smug  Pharasalc  conceit  and  thrust 
us  out  Into  work  *or  the  good  of  all  mankind. 
"Ood  has  mado  use  of  two  wars  to  change  us  from 
mere  nationalists  to  Internationalists..  The  Span- 
Ish-Amerlcan  war  broke  the  shell  of  our  provin¬ 
cialism.  It  made  us  alt  up,  rub  our  eyes  and  look 
beyond  our  borders.  The  last  war,  from  which 
we  have  just  emerged,  has  pushed  us  out  Into  the 
broad  ocean  of  the  world's  life,  where,  from  now 
on.  we  must  sink  or  swim,  live  or  die,  survive 
or  perish;  where  we  must  do  our  part,  not  only 
as  Americans,  but  In  the  role  of  world  cttlxen- 
shtp."  The  world  currents  in  Prance  have  lift¬ 
ed  men  from  all  lands  out  of  the  parochial  Into 
the  universal,  out  of  patriotism  Into  humanltar- 
ism,  out  of  nationalism  into  Internationalism. 

The  speaker  argued  that  this  change  can  be 
turned  to  account  by  the  friends  of  missions,  be¬ 
cause  the  missionary  mind  Is  necessarily  an  In¬ 
ternational  mind.  Its  spirit  la  not  parochial,  pa¬ 
triotic  and  national,  but  universal,  humanitarian 
and  international.  England  has  long  had  the 
world-wide  outlook/  for  her  sons  are  scattered  in 
aU  continents.  We  need  not  wonder  then  that 
Baptists  in  Great  Britlan  and  Canada  have  given 
more  to  missions  during  the  terrible  war  than 
they  did  in  years  of  peace.  Missionary  myopia 
can  be  cured  by  looking  far  away  to  lands  that 
need  the  gospel. 

Dr.  James  proceeded  to  prod  the  lukewarm 
church  member  with  another  powerful  argument 
for  missions,  by  calling  attention  to  the  serious 
unrest,  discontent  and  even  murderous  violence 
In  our  own  land  and  In  other  parts  of  the  world. 
What  is  the  remedy  for  this  grave  situation? 
Nothing  but  the  gospel  can  avert  economic  war. 
The  speaker  quoted  with  approval  the  statement 
of  a  prominent  student  of  social  science  that 
Jesus  provided  a  solution  for  all  our  troubles 
two  thousand  years  ago,  though  the  world  is 
Just  beginning  to  find  It  out.  If  Mr.  Wells,  the 
quondam  atheistical  novelist  of  England,  and  Mr. 
Taft,  a  Unitarian,  have  found  It  out.  Isn't  time 
that  our  lukewarm  missionary  brother  should 
make  this  discovery?  Gladstone  said  that  Spur¬ 
geon,  a  preacher  of  the  old-fashioned  gospel,  bad 
done  more  good  to  England  than  any  statesman 
of  hla  generation.  Leaky,  tn  his  history  of  Eng¬ 
land  In  the  16th  century,  tells  us  that  England, 
which  was  seething  with  discontent  at  that  time, 
was  saved  by  the  preaching  of  Wesley. 

Democracy  In  America,  which  has  weathered 
many  a  storm.  Is  still  on  trial.  Sari  8churs  re¬ 
ports  a  conversation  with  Bismarck  soon  after 
our  Civil  war  In  which  Bismarck  contended  that 
our  democracy  would  one  day  have  a  yet  more 
severe  test  applied  t  It.  When  all  our  Inhuman 
natural  resources  have  been  divided  out,  and  our 
political  parties  are  reduced  to  two,  namely  those 
who  have  and  those  who  want,  then  will  Amer¬ 
ican  democracy  have  Its  fiercest  and  final  test. 
Are  we  not  approaching  this  stage  In  national 
economic  life?  What  but  a  revival  of  religion 
can  save  America  from  revolution  and  possible 
anarchy? 

But  what  has  all  this  to  do  with  foreign  mis¬ 
sions?  Much  every  way.  We  can  no  longer  live 
In  Isolation.  If  we  would  let  other  nations  alone, 
they  will  not  let  us  alone.  Militarism  In  Germany 
compelled  us  to  Intervene.  How  can  we  destroy 
militarism  In  Japan  unless  It  be  by  the  gospel? 
China  may  become  the  world's  greatest  menace 
unless  It  Is  made  Christian.  "A  great  missionary 
propaganda  requiring  millions  of  money  and 
thousands  of  missionaries.  Involving  evangellxa- 
tlon,  education  and  orphanages  In  Russia.  China 
and  Japan,  In  South  America.  Africa  and  India, 
would  be  the  finest  piece  of  statesmanship  Im¬ 
aginable,  and  would  do  more  to  insure  the  peace 
and  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the  world  than 
all  the  arts  of  diplomacy."  As  learning  and  force 
have  failed,  along  with  Confucianism,  Buddhism 
and  Mohammedanism,  let's  give  Jeeus  a  chance. 

As  the  speaker  came  to  the  conclusion  of  his 
eloquent  addreee,  he  said:  "If  the  object  of  the 
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war  was  to  make  the  world  safe  fop  democracy,

Dr.  Jamos  appealed  to 
his  hearers  w  subordinate  all  else  to  winning  the 
world  for  Christ.  We  must  not  stack  arms  until 
our  Lord  has  seen  of  the  travail  of  hla  soul  and 
been  satisfied.

The  976,000,000  Program. 

Let  me  call  upon  every  Mississippi  Baptist  to 
read  carefully  every  announcement  coming  from 
Dr.  Scarborough  and  others  charged  with  de¬ 
veloping  plans  for  the  big  program  that  is  be-; 
fore  us.  It  Is  Inspiring  to  see  where  the  emphasis 
Is  being  placed  in  these  first  annunocements. 
."Prayer  and  soul-winning  are  the  Initial  steps 
to  victory."  Isn't  that  a  characteristic  8car- 
boroughlsm?  And  again,  "Millions  for  the 
Master"  will  be  our  slogan,  but  Is  must  be  done 
through  the  spirit  of  Intercession  and  evange¬ 
lism."  j 

I  know  of  no  man  among  our  great  leaders 
who  could  come  nearer  swinging  all  classes  of 
Baptists  Into  line  than  the  great  evangellsttic, 
soul- winning  Scarborough.  Our  people  are  truly 
an  evangelistic  people.  On  that  common  ground 
they  are  asked  to  meet  In  the  outset,  and  when 
we  meet  there  it  la  not  likely  that  we  will  part 
until  the  whole. program  la  gloriously  finished. 

The  question  of  co-operation  In  the  whole  pro¬ 
gram  should  be  settled  even  before  It  la  raised, 
I  know  not  what  the  Standard  Plan  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  will  be  when  It  la  worked  out.  but  I 
know  already  that  I  am  going  to  co-operate  in 
makln  It  a  success.  I  have  a  poor  opinion  of  the 
non-conformist,  and  1  shall  surely  not  be  one  my¬ 
self.  There  may  be  some  adjustments  necessary 
In  order  to  make  our  Mississippi  program  con¬ 
form  to  the  standard  plan  of  the  Commission, 
but  let  me  appeal  in  advance  to  all  our  pastors 
and  lears  to  be  ready  to  accept  any  necessary  ad¬ 
justments.  I  want  Mississippi  to  out-cooperate  all 
the  other  states  of  the  South. 

The  following  notation  was  on  the  report  from 
Antioch  Church  In  Rankin  County  visited  by  the 
workers  in  the  recent  county  chureh-to-rhurrb 
campaign:  "This  great  old  church  has  wonderful 
possibilities.  8he  can,  and  1  think  will,  do  far 
more  for  denominational  work.  If  asked  to  do 
so.  Big  five-year  budget  expected." 

Slmlllar  notations  were  o  nseveral  other  re¬ 
ports  from  the  same  campaign.  This  Indicates 
that  It  will  be  easy  to  multiply  the  apportion¬ 
ments  t  omost  of  the  country  churches  several 
times  aver  when  the  five  year  drive  comes  along.

The  county  manager  who  gets  the  blue  ribbon 
in  the  church-to-church  campaign  work  will  have 
to  beat  Bro.  J.  J.  Mayfield  of  Pontotoc.  He  Is 
doing  fine  work. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Parr  preached  one  week  In  the 
Amite  county  campaign,  and  was  delighted  with 
the  work  and  the  plan.  He  says  the  campaigns 
ought  to  be  repeated  every  year  for  five  years. 

Bro.  B.  L.  McKee,  county  chairman  fqr  Amite 
county,  showed  wilsdom  in  selecting  preachers 
to  preach  In  hla  campaign,  having  Webb  Brame,

This  Is  not  a  men  a  Mlmtonary 
Union  about  which  I  am  talking,  but  a  men  s 
Brotherhood  for  the  purpose  of  developing  all 
ie  men  In  all  the  work  of  all  the  church  and 
denomination 

There  are  a  few  local  organisations  In  some 
of  the  churches  and  ao  far  aa  I  have  beard  they 
are  all  doing  good  work  I  am  not  arter  adding 
new  machinery,  but  get  all  the  men's  clamsw  to¬ 
gether,  Senior  and  Adult,  form  a  Brotherhood 
(any  better  name  will  be  acceptable!  Let  them, 
meet  once  a  month  one  hour  before  prayer  meet  - 
ln^.  this  will  not  necessitate  giving  an  extra 
night  In  the  month.  . 

The  men  who  attend  Sunday  School  are,  as  a 
rule  the  best  posted  about  denominational  mat¬ 
ters  and  are  usually  the  most  active  members  la 
the  churches  (there  are  of  course  exceptional. 

This  field  Is  entirely  unoccupied  so  far  as  any 
>  South-wide  plan  Is  concerned.  I  havs  talked  wllb 
many  prominent  laymen  about  It.  Without  es 
ceptlon  they  commend  the  plan. 

I  am  not  trying  to  "organise  Christianity"  nor 
to  organise  the  giving  of  men.  but  to  get  going 
a  concrete  plan  whereby  men  may  be  rsmcbed 
with  necessary  Information  and  may  construct 
the  necessary  machinery  to  get  a  response  from 
every  man  in  every  church. 

The  Organised  Class  Department  of  the  Musday 
School  Board  would  like  to  co-operate  In  this  II 
It  Is  a  worthwhile  plan.

The  expense  of  ranching  these  homes 
In  any  other  way  la  forbidding. 

Southern  Baptists  have  pul  oa  a  Beveoty-five 
million  dollar  program  for  the  next  five  years 
If  this  program  Is  pat  over  the  rank  and  fils  of 
our  people  must  be  enlisted,  which  Is  Impossible 
wlthqut  Information.  The  quickest  and  must  ef¬ 
fective  and  the  cheapest  way  to  give  them  Infor¬ 
mation  la  through  the  State  Baptist  papers 

Ws.  therefore,  appeal  ta  you  to  launch  a 
campaign  In  your  state  at  once  for  at  least  doub¬ 
ling  the  circulation  of  your  state  Baptist  paper 
This  Is  the  very  first  task  to  be  accomplished 
In  order  to  make  our  seventy-five  million  dollar 
program  a  success.

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truth.  Spiritual  conceptions  become  deal  to  us 
only  by  degrees,  as  men  come  to  discern  objects 
in  a  darkened  room  slowly  when  entering  It 
from  the  light  So  sometimes  we  begin  to  dis¬ 
cern  truth,  the  import  of  the  word  of  Ood.  the  rev- 
elatlon  of  the  things  of  Christ  when  the  glare  of 
the  world  is  shut  out 

Paul  In  his  epistle  to  the  Ephesians  indicates 
that  the  soul  has  eyes,  that  the  heart,  the  inner 
man  has  Its  own  means  of  vision,  its  special  dis¬ 
cernment,  He  also  teaches  that  these  eyes  of  the 
heart  may  have  been  sealed  up,  so  that  vision  has 
passed  away;  and  he  prays  for  these  people  that 
the  eyes  of  their  heart  may  be  enlightened.  This 
Is  .  the  equivalent  of  "the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  of 
revelation  in  the  knowledge  of  him." 

It  is  certainly  true  that  with  the  same  eyes 
men  see  very  different  objects,  due  to  natural  dif¬ 
ferences  in  their  mental  make  up,  or  to  a  differ¬ 
ence  brought  about  by  training  or  occupation. 
Half  a  doxen  people  may  sit  on  the  same  bench  In 
church  and  see  altogether  different  things.  One 
sees  the  kind  of  material  the  house  Is  built  of,  an¬ 
other  the  particular  architecture,  another  the  size 
and  character  of  the  congregation,  another  the 
kind  of  clothes  the  people  have  on,  another  the  or¬ 
der  of  worship  and  quality  of  music,  while  one 
will  see  the  preacher  and  hear  his  message.  What 
Paul  prays  for  Is  that  these  people  may  have  the 
vision  of  Ood. 

There  were  special  prophets  to  whom  and  spe¬ 
cial  times  of  old  when  the  vision  of  Ood  was  given 
amidst  obtuseness  and  darkness  all  around  them. 
This  was  true  with  Abraham  amid  a  heathen  pop¬ 
ulation;  of  Moses  amid  the  slaves  escaping  from 
Egypt.  of  Isiah  amid  a  court  and  a  nation  burled 
In  sensuousness,  of  Ezekiel  in  the  pall  of  deepen 
dency  In  Babylon.  But  Paul  after  the  Holy  Spirit 
had  come  upon  all  flesh,  said  "To  whom  it  is  the 
will  of  Ood  to  make  known  what  is  the  riches  of 
the  glory  of  this  jnystery.  which  Is  Christ  In  you 
the  hope  of  glory." 

This  capacity  (or  seeing  Ood  gives  right  and 
glorious  vision  of  the  relationship  of  God  to  His 
people,  and  so  follows  the  prayer  that  the  eyes  of 
their  hearts  may  bo  enlightened  with  the  further 
petition,  that  ye  may  know  what  Is  the  hope  of 
His  calling,  what  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  His 
Inheritance  In  . the  saints,  and  what  the  exceeding 
greatness  of  his  power  toward  us  who  believe.

Sam  George  Is  one  of  the  Mississippi  College 
boys  who  coudn't  stay  at  home  when  other  people 
were  in  trouble  in  Europe,  and  be  came  back 
with  the  croix  de  guere.  He  bad  finished  his 
course  at  Clinton  and  had  gone  on  to  Harvard 
University  for  special  work  and  another  degree, 
when  the  war  came  on.  Before  we  got  into  It  he 
went  with  the  Harvard  hospital  unit  as  an  am¬ 
bulance  driver.

Summer  work  of  Union  University,  whicl^  in¬ 
cludes,  a  busy  Business  Department,  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and  the  School  of  Evange¬ 
lism.  I, Ike  Paul*  we  went  up-  after  many  years 
but  unlike  him  we  cannot  say  that  the  others  Im¬ 
parted  nothing  to  us,  fo'r  we  got  information  and 
inspiration  in  our  short  stay.  Dr.  H.  E.  Watters 
is  one  of  the  greatest  student  getters  and  school 
builders  in  the  South,  knowing  how  to  work, 
staying  on  his  job  and  keeping  something  on 
his  mind  and  his  program  of  work  all  the  time. 
He  or  somebody  has  inveigled  a  bunch  of  our 
Mississippi  boys  up  there  and  they  actually  seem 
to  like  It. 

Perhaps  some  of  this  Is  chargeable  to  Dr. 
Savage,  the  President  Emeritus  who  was  born 
in  Mississippi  and  has  never  gotten  over  it,  com¬ 
ing  back  to  preach  over  the  line  and  incidentally 
picking  up  boys  and  girls.  They  have  also  our 
former  Prof.  J.  F.  Hailey  in  the  school  of  ora¬ 
tory  and  he  is  busy,  same  as  ever. 

But  the  dean  of  the  Summer  School  of  Evan¬ 
gelism  is  our  T.  T.  Martin  who  still  talks  about 
being  born  in  the  plney  woods  of  Mississippi. 
He  has  gathered  several  score  of  preachers, 
mostly  young  men.  in  the  classes,  and  a  faculty 
from  many  quarters  for  special  instruction  In 
evangelistic  work  for  three  weeks.  The  Instruc¬ 
tors  come  and  go,  but  the  work  moves  on.  We  had 
the  pleasure  of  attending  lectures  by  H.  B.  Tay¬ 
lor  and  E-  L.  Wesson,  besides  those  of  Brother 
Martin.  The  old  truths  were  made  resplendent. 

A  tent  meeting  Is  conducted  at  night  and  good 
crowds  and  great  preaching  were  In  evidence.  It 


The  Mississippi  Welfare  League  met  In  New

Recently  in  talking  with  a  Delta  plant¬ 
er  of  large  Interests  and  an  honorable  name,  he 
deeply  deplored  the  wrongs  done  to  Negroes  and 
attributed  It  to  the  Irresponsible  and  low  element 
among  the  white  people.  A  Negro  speaking  be¬ 
fore  the  Welfare  League  in  New  Orleans  attri¬ 
buted  the  friction  between  the  races  to  the  vulgar 
white  people  who  drink  and  gamble  with 
Negroes.

I  wish  to  explain  to  the  brotherhood  that  my 
accepting  the  general  directorship  of  the  75  mil¬ 
lion  dollar  'campaign  does  not  in  any  way  im¬ 
pair  my  relations  to  the  Southwestern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary.  Of  course  1  will  be  ab¬ 
sent  from  the  Seminary  most  of  the  time  for  six 
months,  but  will  be  present  at  the  opening  and 
probably  some  other  times  during  the  year.  It 
does  not  at  all  mean  my  resignation  of  the  pres¬ 
idency,  or  my  separation  from  the  Institution 
1  hope  to  be  back  at  my  post  of  duty  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary  Immediately  after  the  campaign  la  over. 
In  the  meantime  Dr.  Cambrell  will  be  asked  to 
act  In  my  place  as  president,  and  he  will  be  aa- 
,  sisted  In  details  by  some  member  of  the  faculty. 

I  am  by  no  means  relieved  of  responsibility  for 
the  great  Institution,  and  I  expect  to  keep  In 
vital  touch  with  all  of  Its  movements  and  work. 

1  make  this  statement  because  It  has  come  to 
me  that  It  has  gone  out  that  my  accepting  the 
campaign  directorship  means  the  severance  of 
my  connection  with  the  Seminary. 

I  will  appreciate  it  If  the  brethren  everywhere 
will  help  to  correct  this  mistake.  I  have  Just 
stepped  aside  for  a  brief  period  from  my  life's 
task  to  give  my  best  strength  to  aid  In  winning 
the  greatest  Baptist  victory  the  world  has  any 
record  of.  I  trust  that  my  conectlon  with  this 
campaign  will  In  no  wise  cripple  the  great  work 
on  Seminary  Hill,  and  I  call  on  our  friends 
everywhere  to  cooperate  In  pushing  forward  the 
work  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  as  well  as 
the  work  of  all  our  other  great  Institutions.  Let 
the  brotherhood  everywhere  turn  every  possible 
student  to  the  Baptist  schools  and  seminaries 
and  training  schools.  The  call  of  the  hour  Is  not 
only  for  money,  but  for  men  to  rightly  use  money 
for  the  glory  of  Christ.

The  Victory  Loan  taught  many  missionary 
lessons.  It  was  floated  five  months  after  tbs  sign¬ 
ing  of  the  armistice.  On  that  memorable  No¬ 
vember  day.  when  the  whole  world  heard  the 
hush  of  the  cannon,  there  pealed  forth  ahoats  of 
victory,  victory  for  the  allies  It  seemed  too  good 
to  be  true,  but  the  reports  were  confirmed  and 
the  shouts  of  rejoicing  Increased,  followed  by  a 
calm  which  sealed  for  good  the  aasoranoe  of  the 
victory.  In  Its  wake  arose  the  slogan  of  the 
Victory  Loan  and  loyal  cltlxena,  la  gratitude  to 
those  who  made  the  armistice  possible  and  be¬ 
cause  they  knew  that  the  four  previous  loans  bad 
not  paid  the  cost  ow  the  war  began  to  plan  to 
seal  the  victory  with  their  bonds  How  doarly 
does  all  this  recall  a  scene  In  Jersalem  nlateeu 
hundred  years  ago.  In  an  upper  room  Christ  and 
his  disciples  are  gathered.  "Be  of  good  rhear.' 
he  says  ”1  have  overcome  the  world.”  They  had 
during  the  three  years  seen  him  win  many  vic¬ 
tories  over  disease  and  even  death  and  bad  often 
had  the  poy  of  being  used  by  him  to  win  theae 
victories.  To  them  his  !'!  have  overcome  the 
world  was  llge  unto  our  November  armistice. 
But  lo,  a  few  weeks  later,  out  on  the  mountain 
in  Galilee,  be  commanded:  "Go  ye  aad  make  dis¬ 
ciples  of  all  the  nations."  He  had  Indeed  won  the 
victory  over  sin  aad  death  but  the  story  must  be 
told  again  and  again  until  It  became  the  personal 
possession  of  struggling  souls  the  world  over 
Hie  great  <  ommlssion  was  the  victory  loan  of  all 
the  ages. 

Surely  In  the  spirit  of  the  foregoing  has  the 
work  of  tho  Woman's  Missionary  Union  bees 
done  during  this  year  even  aa  la  sach  past  one 
Striving  ever  to  know  Christ  better,  there  has 
been  the  comforting  conviction  that  by  the  power 
of  his  resurrection  he  has  overcome  the  world 
and  yet  tha  to  each  of  us  there  Is  given  the  prlv- 
liege  of  telling  the  story  of  this  victory  to  those 
who  know  It  not.

THE  CHURCH-TO-CHURCH  CAMPAIGN 


AND  THE  NEW  YEAR 


DfcVKNTK 


(T.  J.  Moore* 

The  past  two  month*  were  Indeed  busy  month*. 
Beglnnln#  with  Harrison  County  I  have  arrang¬ 
ed  and  put  through  campaigns  in  Green.  Forest. 
Jone*.  Marlon  and  Pearl  River.  In  all  except  the 
last  named  I  wa*  a  personal  participant  In  the 
larger  part  of  the  work  of  each  of  the  counties. 

I  have  yet  three  counties  scheduled  for  cam¬ 
paigns  within  the  next  thirty  days:  Wayne.  Perry 
and  Hancock.  Covington  was  called  off  by  the 
county  committeeman  to  some  later  date  to  be 
set.  Jeff  Davis  campaign  has  yet  to  be  set  and 
so  with  Clark. 

The  campaigns  as  a  whole  were  extremely  suc¬ 
cessful.  We  left  In  every  church  visited  some  of 
Its  members  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  Bap¬ 
tist  objective  along  the  two  main  lines — Impor¬ 
tance  of  the  church.  Bible  school  and  system  in 
church  finance — and  also  adequate  methods  by 
which  these  objectives  can  be  obtained. 

In  the  five  counties  we  arranged  for  five  Sun¬ 
day  School  Normals  and  enrolled  over  265  who 
aKreed  to  attend. 

We  Installed  the  budget,  leaving  treasurer's 
book  and  envelopes  In  over  sixty  churches  In 
eluding  about  4000  packages  of  envelopes  and 
60  treasurer's  books  taken. 

We  had  some  remarkable  experiences  which 
I  have  booked  to  write  up  for  the  Record  from 
time  to  time  as  I  can.  One  I  give  now. 

Rev.  W.  8.  Allen  our  esteemed  Mississippi 
Woman's  College  pastor  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Lowe,  of 
Ixsaksvllle  were  with  me.  It  was  an  afternoon 
appointment  out  In  the  plney  woods  many  miles 
from  the  railroad.  We  were  a  little  late  and  found 
all  the  people  who  came  awaiting  our  coming. 

It  was  a  week  day.  About  fifty  people  were  there. 
Althought  It  was  In  April  not  a  man  but  us  had 
worn  a  coat  and  not  a  woman  had  on  a  hat 
Besides  our  Ford,  the  ony  vehicles  on  the  ground 
were  two  has-been  buggies  whose  original  bodies 
had  been  replaced  by  flat  beds  suitable  for  carry¬ 
ing  a  family  and  one  of  these  vehicles  wa*  drawn 
by  an  ox  in  shafts  and  the  other  by  a  yoke  of 
two'or  three  year  old  oxen.  All  except  those  who 
rode  In  these  walked.  Not  a  horse  or  a  mule  was 
in  evidence..  . 

Soon  after  the  warm  greeting  extended  by  the 
good  deacon  who  Is  their  leader,  the  service 
began  In  their  little  unpalnted  meeting  house. 
The  singing  wa*  inspiring,  they  were  soon  all 
In.  This  leader.  In  his  unassumed  Joy  at  having 
us  there  gave  us  an  Introduction  and  we  began. 
Somehow  the  Impression  came  upon  us  visitors 
that  we  were  in  a  holy  place.  Allen's  twenty- 
ninth  sermon  got  us  Into  Jehovah's  warm  de¬ 
votion  as  at  no  service  before.  The  budget  was' 
easier  to  explain  than  ever  before.  When  we 
threw  open  the  meeting  for  them  to  consider  we 
caught  things  that  opened  our  eyes.  It  came  out 
they  had  been  praying  for  a  pastor  and  their 
church  with  three  other  adjoining  pastorles* 
country  churches  were  forming  a  group  to  locate 
a  man.  He  could  not  be  had  for  less  than  $1,200 
a  year.  Their  part  being  $300.  They  had  agreed  ( 
to  pay  It  monthly,  $29.00  per  month.  He  must 
have  a  car.  They  had  ready  to  put  on  that  $52.00  J 
There  were  about  fifty  members  In  the  eleveta 
families.  All  of  them  had  agreed  to  tithe  and] 
"bring  their  tithe"  to  the  church.  After  hearing 
the  unified  budget  plan  explained  they  readily 
adopted  It  and  it  was  surprising  to  see  the  bight 
figure  to  which  they  ran  It  that  afternoon  with 
only  about  half  their  membership  there. 

You  ask  what  Is  the  secret  of  so  mellow  a 
situation  out  there?  Here  Is  the  answer:  One 
simple  minded  but  noble  Chrlslian  man  some 
years  ago  got  thoroughly  consecrated  to  God.  He 
loves  his  neighbors  and  they  know  it.  His  wife 
is  of  the  same  type.  He  Is  xealous  and  he  is 
faithful.  His  life  has  molded  the  .thinking  of  the, 
people.  They  will  follow  him  anywhere.  By  our] 
visit  to  that  little  church  that  mid-week  after-^ 
noon  we  workers  got  a  spiritual  uplift  we  can 
never  forget.  M

Several  of 
latter  disappointed  us  this  year,  but  most  of 
them  were  present  and  contributed  largely  to  the 
exceptional  Interest  of  the  meeting.  Of  course,  all 
the  brethren  rame  under  the  Inspiration  of  the 
great  convention  In  Atlanta,  and  under  a  solemn 
sense  of  responsibility  for  the  great  program 
which  the  convention  left  to  be  worked  out.  An 
earnest,  prayerful  spirit  characterised  the  meet¬ 
ing. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  volunteers  were 
Invited  to  be  present  for  examination.  These  were 
asked  to  appear  before  the  Board  on  Wednesday 
afternoon  at  3  o'clock.  Before  this  they  had 
passed  under  the  skilled  eye  of  Dr.  R.  D.  Oardn 
and  the  discriminating  Instruments  with  which 
he  tests  heart  and  lungs.  Two  hours  were  given 
to  the  examination  of  these  young  people.  The 
Board  satisfied  Itself  with  regard  to  their  views 
of  Christian  truth,  their  loyalty  to  the  denomina¬ 
tion,  and  above  all  their  loyaly  to  Christ  and  de¬ 
votion  to  his  service.  I  have  seen  many  groups 
of  missionary  volunteers  before  the  Board,  and 
always  this  Is  an  interesting  and  profitable  oc¬ 
casion.  II  is  .however,  the  Impression  of  the  old¬ 
est  members  of  the  Board  that  no  company  of 
missionaries  who  have  ever  appeared  for  exam¬ 
ination  in  the  Mission  rooms  have  so  uniformly 
and  so  profoundly  Impressed  the  Board  with  their 
testimonies.  We  had  present  Mrs.  James,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  W.  M.  U.,  Miss  Foster  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  representatives  of  the  W.  M.  U.,  to  share 
with  us  the  privileges  of  the  occasion.  In  ability 
and  promise  of  usefulness  these  new  recruits 
averaged  high.  So  impressed  with  the  meeting 
was  Dr.  Allen  Tupper  of  the  First  Church.  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  that  he  took  a  company  of  them  to 
Washington  for  his  Prayer  Meeting,  and  from 
the  report  which  we  have  seen,  the  occasion  was 
a  high  hour  In  the  history  of  that  church. 

A  few  appropriations  were  made  to  take  care 
or  certain  Imperious  necessities,  but  most  of  the 
great  needs  which  are  appealing  to  the  Board 
were  deferred  until  the  October  meeting  when 
the  State  members  will  come  to  Richmond  again 
and  for  two  days  we  will  grapple  with  the  task 
of  dealing  the  with  the  great  needs  without  suf¬ 
ficient  funds  to  meet  them. 

A  place  was  made  on  the  program  for  Dr. 
Scarborough  to  present  the  $75,000,000  cam¬ 
paign.  Dr.  Scarborough  made  a  deep  Impression 
upon  his  brethren,  and  this  most  of  all.  that  be 
Is  the  man  to  lead  Southern  Baptists  in  this  great 
drive  which  will  help  them  catch  up  with  a 
denomination  expansion  which'  has  outrun  them 
and  outgrown  Its  supplies. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  will  give  Dr.  Scar¬ 
borough  and  his  commission  prayers  and  the 
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helping  hand.  Or.  Ray  was  loaned  to  the  com¬ 
mission  for  office  work  in  NashvIUe. 

Since  hearing  the  testimony  of  the  volunteer* 
who  appeared  before  the  board  last  week,  there 
has  been  more  and  more  coming  over  me  a  deep 
conviction  and  feeling  that  If  Southern  Baptists 
will  give  to  the  young  men  and  women  of  oar 
schools  and  churches  assurance  that  money  will 
be  forthcoming  to  send  them  to  the  field  and 
to  support  them  after  they  are  on  the  Helds, 
hundreds  and  even  thousands  of  young  men  and 
women,  many  of  them  from  among  thane  who 
have  crossed  and  recroeaed  the  sea  In  the  inter¬ 
est  of  democracy,  will  step  forth  as  volunteer*  to 
carry  the  gospel  or  Christ  to  victory  la  the  lands 
where  Buddhas  and  Mohammeta  defy  the  Living 
God  and  oppress  and  despoil  the  human  spirit. 
During  the  last  half  dozen  years  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  has  been  compelled  to  turn  down 
the  applications  of  ao  many  volunteers  and  scat¬ 
tered  them  to  other  callings  and  pursuits.  It  Is 
no  wonder,  now  that  we  need  them,  ao  surely  we 
are  for  a  time  short  In  volunteers.  If  only  men 
and  women  who  are  making  money  could  realise 
that  there  are  multitudes  of  educated,  cultured, 
consecrated,  capable  young  mA  and  women  who 
are  willing  to  give  their  lives  If  others  will  give 
their  money  to  enable  them  to  make  their  lives 
count  for  Jesus,  then  surely  we  should  not  lack 
money  with  which  to  send  every  one  who  In 
physical  helath.  In  mental  training.  In  spiritual 
fitness  ts  looking  to  Foreign  Mtaeton*  as  a  life 
work. 

The  recent  convention,  and  thlg  more  recent 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  streng¬ 
thens  our  hope  that  the  men  and  women  In  our 
Baptist  churches  whom  the  Lord  has  made  to 
prosper,  will  equip  this  great  enterprise  end  en¬ 
able  the  Board  to  send  the  heralds  of  light  Into 
dark  corner*  where  men  grope  and  die  without 
a  ray  of  the  Sun  of  Rlgheouaneaa  to  dissipate 
the  gloom  whlrh  hovers  over  life  and  enshrouds 
death. 


Dr.  Jno.  B.  Huber,  a  physician  with  extensive 
army  experience  has  this  to  say  In  Association  1 
Men  about  tobacco: 

"Youths  who  smoke  no  more  than  a  pipe  or 
two  a  day  will  tell  of  their  vertigo,  the  trembling,  : 
the  giddiness  the  legweeiineaa  they  experience 
They  forget  words:  their  memory  plays  them 
queer  tricks.  Their  power  of  concentration  and 
of  associating  their  Ideas:  their  ability  for  sue 
talned  mental  application— these  faculties  are 
impaired.  The  nicotine  has  been  poisoning  their 
spinal  cords  and  their  brain  centers,  also  the 
sympathetic  nerve  centers,  and  so  they  have  cold 
and  moist  extremities  and  their  face*  are  suf¬ 
fused  with  a  clammy  pallor. 

Then  their  blood  pressure  Nicotine  at  first  , 
powerfully  Increases  this  and  eo  slows  the  cir¬ 
culation:  but  soon  the  heart  and  vaaaela  grow 
tired  of  the  unwonted  strain;  and  eo  there  re¬ 
sults  rapid  and  Intermittent  pulse,  palpitation 
and  pain  around  the  heart,  oftentimes  severe 
and  sharp — "smoker’s  angina."  On  taking  the 
blood  pressure.  It  Is  now  found  to  be  subnormal 
Indicating  bodily  weakness.  And  a  blood  test  will 
show  blood  poverty  or  ahemla. 

Digestion  la  often  Impaired.  One  doesn't,  of 
course  feel  quite  ao  bad  as  after  "that  Hrut 
smoke."  It  la  lust  that  the  agnoy  Is  now  atln- 
ualed  and  spread  over  months  and  years  Much 
saliva  Is  perhaps  subconsciously  swallowed  by 
smokers  who  do  not  spit  and  by  chewers  of  to¬ 
bacco.  All  this  causes  naueaa.  flatulence  and 
heartburn. 

Tobacco  Induces  catarrh  of  the  nose  and  throat, 
and  no  catarrh,  from  whatever  cause  Is  curable 
In  a  smoker.  Asthma  Is  not  rare  In  under-age 
smokers,  who  become  markedly  abort- winded 
The  moat  Injurious  way  of  using  tobacco  Is  tbe 
cigarette,  largely  beta  use  the  fumes  are  Inhaled, 
and  also  because  of  the  temptation  to  ass  ' many 
cigarettes  and  to  do  ao  Incessantly

list  objective  along  the  two  main  lines — Impor¬ 
tance  of  the  church.  Bible  school  and  system  In 
church  finance — and  also  adequate  methods  by 
which  these  objectives  can  be  obtained. 

In  the  five  counties  we  arranged  for  five  Sun¬ 
day  School  Normals  and  enrolled  over  265  who 
agreed  to  attend. 

We  Installed  the  budget,  leaving  treasurer  s 
book  and  envelopes  In  over  sixty  churches  In¬ 
cluding  about  4000  packages  of  envelopes  and 
60  treasurer's  books  taken. 

We  had  some  remarkable  experiences  which 
I  have  booked  to  write  up  for  the  Record  from 
time  to  time  as  I  can.  One  I  give  now. 

Rev.  W.  S.  Allen  our  esteemed  Mississippi 
Woman's  College  pastor  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Lowe,  of 
Leaksvllle  were  with  me.  It  was  an  afternoon 
appointment  out  In  the  plney  woods  many  miles 
from  the  railroad.  We  were  a  little  late  and  found 
all  the  people  who  came  awaiting  our  coming. 
It  was  a  week  day.  About  fifty  people  were  there. 
Althought  it  was  In  April  not  a  man  but  us  had 
worn  a  coat  and  not  a  woman  had  on  a  hat 
Besides  our  Ford,  the  ony  vehicles  on  the  ground 
were  two  has-been  buggies  whose  original  bodies 
had  been  replaced  by  flat  beds  suitable  for  carry¬ 
ing  a  family  and  one  of  these  vehicles  was  drawn 
by  an  ox  In  shafts  and  the  other  by  a  yoke  of 
two*or  three  year  old  oxen.  All  except  those  who 
rode  In  these  walked.  Not  a  horse  or  a  mule  was 
In  evidence..  . 

Soon  after  the  warm  greeting  extended  by  the 
good  deacon  who  Is  their  leader,  the  service 
began  In  their  little  unpalnted  meeting  house. 
The  singing  was  inspiring,  they  were  soon  all 
in.  Tbts  leader.  In  his  unassumed  Joy  at  having 
us  there  gave  us  an  Introdnrtlon  and  we  began. 
Somehow  the  Impresslou  came  upon  us  visitors 
that  we  were  In  a  holy  place.  Allen's  twenty- 
ninth  sermon  got  us  into  Jehovah's  warm  de¬ 
votion  as  at  no  service  before.  The  budget  was 
easier  to  explain  than  ever  before.  When  we 
threw  open  the  meeting  for  them  to  consider  we 
caught  things  that  opened  our  eyes.  It  came  out 
they  had  been  praying  for  a  pastor  and  their 
church  with  three  other  adjoining  pastorless 
country  churches  were  forming  a  group  to  locate 
a  man.  He  could  not  be  had  for  leas  than  $1,200 
a  year.  Their  part  being  $1100.  They  had  agreed  - 
fo  pay  It  monthly,  $29.00  per  month.  He  must, 
have  a  car.  They  had  ready  to  put  on  that  $52.00. 
There  were  about  fifty  members  In  the  eleven 
families.  All  of  them  had  agreed  to  tithe  and 
"bring  their  tithe"  to  the  church.  After  hearing 
the  unified  budget  plan  explained  they  readily 
adopted  It  and  It  was  surprising  to  see  the  high 
figure  to  which  they  ran  It  that  afternoon  with 
only  about  half  their  membership  there. 

You  ask  what  Is  the  secret  of  so  mellow  a 
situation  out  there?  Here  Is  the  answer:  One 
simple  minded  but  noble  Christian  man  some 
years  ago  got  thoroughly  consecrated  to  God.  He 
loves  his  neighbors  and  they  know  It.  His  wife 
Is  of  the  same  type.  He  Is  sealous  and  he  Is 
faithful.  His  life  has  molded  the -thinking  of  the 
people.  They  will  follow  him  anywhere.  By  our 
visit  to  that  little  church  that  mid-week  after 
noon  we  workers  got  a  spiritual  uplift  we  ca 
never  forget.

THE  OREAT  MEETING  OF  THE  FOREIGN 
MIS8ION  BOARD 


(J.  F.  Love.  Cor.  Sec'y.) 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  held  Its  annual 
meeting  June  11-12.  1919.  It  la  always  s  delight¬ 
ful  privilege  for  the  local  members  of  the  Board 
to  have  the  State  members  present.  Several  of 
latter  disappointed  us  this  year,  but  most  of 
them  were  present  and  contributed  largely  to  the 
exceptional  Interest  of  the  meeting.  Of  course,  all 
the  brethren  came  under  the  Inspiration  of  the 
great  convention  In  Atlanta,  and  under  a  solemn 
sense  of  responsibility  for  the  great  program 
which  the  convention  left  to  be  worked  out.  An 
earnest,  prayerful  spirit  characterised  the  meet¬ 
ing. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  volunteers  were 
Invltod  to  be  present  for  examination.  These  were 
asked  to  appear  before  the  Board  on  Wednesday 
afternoon  at  3  o'clock.  Before  this  they  had 
passed  under  the  skilled  eye  of  Dr.  R.  D.  Garcln 
and  the  discriminating  Instruments  with  which 
he  tests  heart  and  lungs.  Two  hours  were  given 
to  the  examination  of  these  young  people.  The 
Board  satisfied  Itself  with  regard  to  their  views 
of  Christian  truth,  their  loyalty  to  the  denomina¬ 
tion.  and  above  all  their  loyaly  to  Christ  and  de¬ 
votion  to  his  service.  I  have  seen  msny  groups 
of  missionary  volunteers  before  the  Board,  and 
always  this  Is  an  Interesting  and  profitable  oc¬ 
casion.  11  is  .however,  the  Impression  of  the  old¬ 
est  members  of  the  Board  that  no  company  of 
missionaries  who  have  ever  appeared  for  exam¬ 
ination  In  the  Mission  rooms  have  so  uniformly 
and  so  profoundly  Impressed  the  Board  with  their 
testimonies.  We  had  present  Mrs.  James,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  W.  M.  U„  Miss  Foster  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  representatives  of  the  W.  M.  U„  to  share 
with  us  the  privileges  of  the  occasion.  In  ability 
and  promise  of  usefulness  these  new  recruits 
averaged  high.  So  Impressed  with  the  meeting 
was  Dr.  Allen  Tupper  of  the  First  Church.  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  that  be  took  a  company  of  them  to 
Washington  for  his  Prayer  Meeting,  and  from 
the  report  which  we  have  seen,  the  occasion  was 
a  high  hour  In  the  history  of  that  church. 

A  few  appropriations  were  made  to  take  care 
of  certain  Imperious  necessities,  but  most'  of  the 
great  needs  which  are  appealing  to  the  Board 
were  deferred  until  the  October  meeting  when 
the  State  members  will  come  to  Richmond  again 
and  for  two  days  we  will  grapple  with  the  task 
of  dealing  the  with  the  great  needs  without  suf¬ 
ficient  funds  to  meet  them. 

A  place  was  made  on  the  program  for  Dr. 
Scarborough  to  present  the  876,000.000  cam¬ 
paign.  Dr.  Scarborough  made  a  deep  Impression 
upon  his  brethren,  and  this  most  of  all.  that  he 
Is  the  man  to  lead  Southern  Baptists  In  this  great 
drive  which  will  help  them  catch  up  with  a 
denomination  expansion  which  has  outrun  them 
and  ontgrown  Its  supplies. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  will  give  Dr.  Scar¬ 
borough  and  his  commission  prayers  and  the 


helping  hand.  Dr.  Ray  was  loaned  to  the  com¬ 
mission  for  office  work  in  Nashville. 

Since  hearing  the  testimony  of  the  volunteers 
who  appeared  before  the  board  last  wash,  there 
has  been  more  and  more  coming  over  me  a  deep 
conviction  and  feeling  that  If  Southern  Baptists 
will  give  to  the  young  men  and  women  of  our 
schools  and  churches  assurance  that  money  will 
be  forthcoming  to  send  them  to  the  field  and 
to  support  them  after  they  are  on  the  Melds, 
hundreds  and  even  thousands  of  young  men  and 
women,  many  of  them  from  among  those  who 
have  crossed  and  rerroaeed  the  sea  la  the  Intar- 
est  of  democracy,  will  step  forth  as  volunteers  to 
carry  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  victory  In  the  lands 
where  Buddhas  and  Mohammrts  defy  the  tJrtng 
God  and  oppress  and  despoil  the  human  spirit 
During  the  last  half  dosen  years  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  has  been  compelled  to  turn  down 
the  applications  of  so  many  volunteers  and  scat¬ 
tered  them  to  other  callings  and  pursuits,  H  la 
no  wonder,  now  that  we  need  them,  so  surety  we 
are  for  a  time  abort  In  volunteers  If  only  men 
and  women  who  are  making  money  could  ramllse 
that  there  are  multitude*  of  educated,  cultured 
consecrated,  rapable  young  men  and  woman  who 
are  willing  to  give  their  lives  If  others  will  give 
their  money  to  enable  them  to  make  their  lives 
count  for  Jesus,  then  surely  we  should  not  Inch 
money  with  which  to  send  every  one  who  la 
physical  helath.  In  mental  t raisins,  ta  spiritual 
fitness  is  looking  to  Forolgn  Missions  as  a  Ilfs 
work. 

The  recent  convention,  and  this  mori 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  atr 
thens  our  hope  that  the  men  and  woman  la  our 
Baptist  churches  whom  the  Lord  has  made  to 
prosper,  will  equip  this  great  enterprise  aad  en¬ 
able  the  Board  to  send  the  heralds  of  light  lain 
dark  corners  where  men  grope  and  die  without 
*  ray  of  the^Bun  of  Rlgheousaeaa  to  dlMtpats 
the  gloom  which  hovers  ovor  life  aad  eaehrwuda 
death. 


Dr.  Jno.  B.  Huber,  a  physician  with  attaualve 
army  experience  has  this  to  say  la  ft  ssnrtstlna 
Men  about  tobacco:

show  blood  poverty  or  ahem  la 

Digestion  Is  often  Impaired.  One  doesn't,  of 
course  feel  quite  so  bad  as  after  "that  first 
smoke."  It  Is  Just  that  the  agnoy  Is  now  atta 
uated  and  spread  over  months  and  years  Mart 
saliva  Is  perhaps  subroaarloualy  swallowed  by 
smokers  who  do  not  spit  aad  by  rhewera  of  to¬ 
bacco.  AH  this  causes  nausea,  flatulence  and 
heartburn.

We  disembarked  at  Nanking  wehre 
we  were  met  by  the  Rev.  A.  Y.  Napier 
and  escorted  to  the  home  of  Dr. 
Rowen,  president  of  the  Nanking 
Christian  University,  Nanking  la  the 
classical  capital  of  South  China  and 
was  the  seat  of  government  of  six 
dynasties  prior  to  the  sixth  century. 
In  1368  It  was  made  the  capital  of 
the  Ming  Dynasty,  before  the  capital 
was  moved  to  Peking.  In  1863  the 
city  was  captured  by  the  Talplng 
rebels  and  held  by  them  for  yeverat 
years.  Again,  in  1911  the  city  was 
taken  by  the  revolutionaries  who  es¬ 
tablished  here  the  first  provisional

Hankow,  on  the  banks  of  the 
Yangtze,  "the  finest  of  the  world's 
fine  rivers,,'  is  called  the  "Chicago  of 
China.”' It  is  a  great  commercial  and 
educational  senter  with  a  popula¬ 
tion  -vhlch  is  estimated  as  high  as  a 
million  Pome  of  the  leading  educa¬ 
tional  Institutions  located  here  are 
the  Wesley  College,  St.  Hilda  College 
for  women,  and  Hoone  College.  The 
latter  la  In  the  nature  of  a  university 
rather  than  a  college  and  Is  one  of 
the  outstanding  educational  Institu¬ 
tions  In  China.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  Rev.  A.  M.  Sherman,  chaplain  of 
the  college,  who  married  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  Joshua  Levering  of  Baltimore, 

I  we  had  the  pleasure  of  quite  a  satis- 
|  factory  look  Into  this  Institution. 
When  the  present  plans  for  the  school 
have  been  executed  and  the  enlarged 
equipment  has  ben  provided  it  will 
command  great  Influence  from  this 
Important  city  of  the  interior  of  the 
Republic. 

Northern  Baptist  had  for  many 
'  years  a  prosperous  work  in  one  of  the 
three  cities  which  make  up  greater 
;  Hankow.  Churches,  schools  and  a 
hospital  had  been  established,  but 
I  the  whole  mission  was  abandoned 
:  and  the  churches  turned  over  to  the 
.  Congregatlonallsts.  One  could  wish 
|  that  Southern  Baptists  hud  been  of¬ 
fered  and  ready  to  take  over  this 
work  and  establish  themselves  at  this 
great  and  Influential  center. 

From  Hankow  we  took  steamer  on 
the  Yangtze  for  Nanking,  the  capital 
of  Klangsu  Province.  Nanking,  lit¬ 
erally  translated,  means  "South  Capt- 
'  tat,"  and  at  one  time  was  the  capital 
of  the  Chjnese  Empire.  We  have  had 
no  such  restful  trip  In  China  as  that 
which  we  enjoyed  on  the  steamer 
.  "Loong  Woo"  down  the  Yangtze  for 
two  days  and  two  nights.  Every 
school  child  knows  something  of  the 
fame  of  this  great  river.  It  Is  a  mar¬ 
velous  waterway  through  the  heart  of 
[China.  The  steamers  on  this  river  af- 
|  ford  such  comforts  as  are  not  pro- 
.  vided  elsewhere  In  Chinese  waters  so 
!  far  as  our  experiences  go.  For  the 
first  time  on  a  Chinese  steamer  we 
were  not  crowded  to  suffocation  nor 
did  we  have  our  appetites  spoiled  by 
files  In  the  rice.  I  may  add  also  that 
It  was  the  first  time  on  any  craft 
;  that  the  pleasure  of  the  trip  was  not 
I  marred  by  somebody's  seasickness.

republican  government, 
now  the  capital  of  Klangsu  Province. 
While  there  we  bad  the  pleasure  of 
a  visit  to  the  Teachers'  Higher  Nor¬ 
mal  College,  one  of  the  six  govern¬ 
ment  normal  schools  of  Its  grade  In 
China.  The  Institution  Is  administer¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  Kwoh.  a  Chinese  educator, 
who  is  a  graduate  of  a  Presbyterian 
College  in  Ohio  and  a  Pta  D.  of  Co¬ 
lumbia  University.  This  school  has  a 
campus  of  60  acres,  some  60  build¬ 
ings.  a  faculty  of  94  and  an  dnroll- 
ment  of  760.  The  present  graduating 
class  contains  81  members.  Fourteen 
of  the  18  provinces  sre  represented. 
Of  the  60  graduate  students  of  this 
institution  who  have  pursued  follow¬ 
up  work  In  America  about  20  bave 
returned  to  China  as  Christians.  The 
most  notable  Chrlstin  institution  In 
the  city  of  Nanking  la  the  Nanking 
University  of  which  Dr.  Bowen  la  the 
president.  His  Is  a  union  Institution 
and  Includes  classical,  technical  and 
theological  work.  The  medical  work 
has  been  discontinued  but  the  hoapt- 
tal  Is  still  In  operation.  Some  of  the 
denomluatlona  which  are  cooperating 
in  the  Institution  decline  to  go  fur¬ 
ther  than  one  department.  The  ex¬ 
ceeding  courtesy  of  Dr.  Bowen  and 
the  thoughtful  rhaperonage  of  Bro¬ 
ther  Napier  are  gratefully  remember¬ 
ed.  Mr.  Keen,  the  head  of  the  Union 
language  School  at  Nanking  also  was 
most  considerate  and  added  much  to 
the  pleasure  of  our  visit.  We  had  the 
privilege  of  making  an  address  to  the 
college  students  and  another  to  the 
students  of  the  language  school. 

From  Nanking  we  travelled  to 
Chinklang  by  rail  and  there  we  found 
a  delightful  tea  awaiting  ub  at  the 
home  of  our  long-time  friend  W.  E. 
Crocker.  After  a  pleasant  social  hour 
following  the  tea  table  we  departed 
for  Yangchow  on  a  passenger  barge 
towed  by  a  steam  launch.  On  this  trip 
we  passed  the  spot  where  a  few  weeka 
before  the  greatly  beloved  aad  much 
lamented  Dr.  John  T.  Anderson  loot 
his  life  In  the  heroic  discharge  of  hla 
missionary  duties.  As  we  passed  the 
spot  the  evening  shadows  were  al¬ 
ready  beginning  to  tall  add  we  ran 
not  tell  the  sadness  which  fell  upon 
our  spirits.  Dr.  Anderson  was  one  of 
the  moat  promising  young  physicians 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  ever 
sent  to  the  field  and  be  was  fttlflUlBg 
the  highest  expectations  with  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  •  entertained 
for  him.  The  Impression  which  this
